Books added to the main and 
branch libraries in 1973 totaled} 
122.910; - with the total public 
library bok collection now} 
Ishowing 235,727. About 60 per 
cent of this total is locaed in 
ithe Emeline Fairbanks building. 

and about 3,000 books are boxed 
and in seperate storage, Mrs. 
McDonough says. 
Branch libraries show book 
collections ranging from 15,000 
to 30.000. with Meadows Bramch 
the largest and West Terre 
Haute the smallest. 

Other materials also showed | 
considerable gains in 1973. Mrs. | 
McDonough points out. Of non- 
book materials the 16mm film 
category showed the most size- 
able gain. This collection added 
91 new films, making a total of 
517 16mm optical sound films. 
This figure includes the films 
purcalhased as part of a federal- 
ly funded humanities project 
grant.
